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REMARKS 

Claims 1-12, 14-15, and 19-30 are pending. Claims 1-12, 14-15, 19-23, and 24 
are under consideration, claims 13 and 16-18 having been canceled and claims 24-25 and 27-'t0 
having been withdrawn from consideration. Claim 1 has been amended. Support for the 
amendment can be found throughout the specification, e.g., claim 17 as filed. The amendmen 
claim 1 adds no new matter. 

Applicant elects Group I, claims 1-23 and 26. Applicant elects the following 
species: IB, human antibodies; 2B, monoclonal antibodies; and 3A, IgGl antibodies. Claims 
1 1, 14-15, 19-23, and 26 read on species IB, human antibodies. Claims 1-12, 15, 19-23, and 26 
read on species 2B, monoclonal antibodies. Claims 1-12, 14-15, 19-23, and 26 read on 3A, IgGl 
antibodies. Applicant acknowledges claim 1 is generic.
